The Littleton Crop Record 


F. H. Littleton, of Wilbarger county, who 


came within 52 pounds of lint of winning 
the 
$1,000 prize offered by The Dallas News and The 
Semi-Weekly Farm News in the “More Cotton on 
Fewer Acres” contest, really produced his cotton 
at smaller cost than did John W. McFarlane, of 
Anderson county, the winner, according to the 
papers 
sponsoring 
the 
contest. 
Mr. Littleton 
made a total of 5,0.30 pound of lint cotton on five 
measured acres without fertilizer of any kind on 
the farm of J. D. Summerour & Son near Vernon 
in the extremely rich soil of the Fease River Val­ 
ley. 
This year’s crap was his fourth successive 
on this land. 


Mr. Littleton, according to his crop record, 
listed his land in December, February and May. 


He planted May Hi at the rate of l l pounds of 
Summerour’s improved cotton seed an acre, mak­ 
ing the rows three feet apart. 
The 
stand 
was 
harrowed May 26, and plowed June 7 and 22 and 
July IO. 
On July IO the five acres were chopped 
to a stand with one ar two stalks to a hill; 
the 
hills were 18 inches apart in the row. 


Mr. Littleton cultivated only six times dur­ 
ing the whole summer, while Mr. McFarlane cill I i - 
\ateil ten times. 
A section harrow and a cultiva­ 
tor were the types of implements he used, 
i ke 
first bale was picked October 16, compar. :i with 
September 9 for the McFarlane crop. 


No bidi weevils and no leafw orms k; uh* their 
appearance, hut a few bollworms began to bother 
the crop in August. 
No poisons were used, how­ 


ever. to combat the insects. 


Ten bales were obtained from his five acres 
by Mr. Littleton, weighing respectively 185, 530, 
520, 195, 520, 195, 505, 570, 165 and lib pounds. 
The total weight in seed cotton, as certified by IL 
K. Bryant, 
superintendent of the Peoples 
ti in 
here, was 12,100 pounds. 


Vs to costs, Mr. Littleton paid 20c an hour 
for chopping and $1.50 a IOO pounds for picking. 
His seed cost $5.10 for the VO pounds used. 
Mr. 
McFarlane used one bushel of seed an acre, where 
Mr. Littleton used onl> I I pounds. 
Hired labor 
costs were greater in Wilbarger than they were 
in Anderson county. 
On the remainder of his farm Mr. Littleton 
produced 71 bales of approximately 500 pounds 


each on 95 acres. 
This in itself is a very high 


yield for so large a tract and approaches a record. 


Nearly all of the land was heavy sandy loam vary­ 


ing to light sandy, with only 15 acres of bottom 


land. 
On the 95 acres, fall sown rye was plowed 


under, bul no fertilizer was used. There were the 


same number of cutlvations, six, for the season as 


for the contest cotton. 
Bows were also three feet 
apart and stalks one and two to the hill with hills 


lHinchcs apart. 


Mr. Littleton came to this county four sea­ 
sons ago from Lewisville, Denton county. 
The 
first year after he settled here he raised 68 bales 
of cotton on 65 acres of land. 
He originally came 
from Kills county, where he was reared.
